WASHINGTON, Dec. 16. (JPI— 
Republicans chose Cleveland to¬ 
day for next year's party conven¬ 
tion to nominate a 1936 presiden¬ 
tial candidate. 

The decision was made by the 
national committee. The vote of 
the 99 members of the national 
committee was: Cleveland 54; Chi¬ 
cago 39 and Kansas City 6. 

Ballot Is Secret 

The selection was made by a se¬ 
cret ballot in place of the custom¬ 
ary roll call vote. 

The case for Cleveland included 
a cash guarantee of $150,000. It 
was presented by Mayor Harold H. 
Burton, Representative Chester C. 
Bolton, Committeeman Walter 
Brown, former postmaster general; 
Joseph R. Nutt, former committee 
treasurer, and Maurice Maschke, 
former committeeman. 

$133,387 on Hand 

George F. Getz, committee 
treasurer, reported a balance in 
the party’s funds of $133,387 as of 
November 30. He said, however, 
the oragnization still owed $42,000 
to a broadcasting company for the 
1932 expenses and Fletcher urged 
that the several states make good 
former pledges to pay that bill. 

Gov. C. Douglas Buck, national 
committeeman from Delaware, was 
appointed chairman of a subcom¬ 
mittee to make recommendations 
to the convention's permanent 
committee on contested seats. 
Earl S. Kinsley, committeeman 
from Vermont, was named chair¬ 
man of a sub-committee on rule3 
for the convention.

The backwash of Attorney Ed¬ 
gar L. Martin's investigation of 
the alleged election frauds at New¬ 
port Beach in April, 1934, had 
reached the grand jury today. 

Andrew Lennox, aged Newport 
Beach man who asserts he became 
intoxicated and gave Mr. Martin 
$500 to finance the Los Angeles 
attorney’s probe, has brought the 
matter to the grand jury's atten¬ 
tion in an attempt to get his 
money back. 

Mr. Martin investigated the as¬ 
serted election frauds. Hetook the 
matter before the district attor¬ 
ney, who also investigated the 
situation. Mr. Martin wrote letters 
to newspapers and it was indi¬ 
cated that city officials and elec¬ 
tion officials were involved. The 
matter finally came before last 
year's g.and jury and resulted in 
an indictment of Rupert F. Jones, 
who was convicted of forging the 
name of James R. Jones on the 
election roster when he voted 
April 9, 1934. 

Said It Was Mistake 

Rupert Jones testified in court 
that he had moved from one pre¬ 
cinct to another just prior to the 
election, but that an acquaintance 
told him he could vote in his old 
precinct, which he did. He found 
the name James R. Jones on the 
roster and said he was told to 
sign his name just as the name ap¬ 
peared on the roster. He admitted 
that he did this, but said he was 
under a misapprehension and in¬ 
tended to commit no crime. 

No city officials or election 
officials were indicted as a re¬ 
sult of the probe, the case 
against Mr. Jones being the only 
one resulting from the Investi¬ 
gation. 

Mr. Lennox Disappointed 

Mr. Lennox is understood to 
have been disappointed in the re¬ 
sults of the supposed ''cleanup" 
campaign to which he assertedly 
contributed $500. Letters sent to 
newspapers during the probe in¬ 
dicated that it would be proved 
that officials allowed persons to 
vote who were not registered, and 
that polls were reopened after 
closing time to allow late comers 
to vote. 

Several days ago Mr. Lennox ap¬ 
peared before the grand jury and 
told the story of his financial rela¬ 
tions with Mr. Martin. He was 
outside the grand jury room again 
today, waiting for a chance to ap¬ 
pear before the investigating body. 
Mr. Martin, also was in the hall¬ 
way, but neither had been called 
in early in the afternoon. 

It also is understood that Mr. 
Lennox has taken his complaint 
before the Los Angeles County Bar 
association, because Mr. Martin 
practices in Los Angeles. 

Rupert F. Jones, after being con¬ 
victed of forgery last Jan. 29, was 
granted probation for three years, 
but was sentenced to serve three 
months in the county jail. The 
James R. Jones, whose name he 
was accused of forging on the 
election roster, is approximately 
80 years of age. When he testi¬ 
fied in the trial he was brought 
into court in a wheel chair.

T HESE aren’t pleasant pictures. 

Journal would rather use happy, 
human interest pictures. But there 
comes a time when pictures with a ser¬ 
mon are urgent. This is one of those 
times. The upper view shows deserted 
pump houses in Tulare county which 
once served wells for irrigation pur¬ 
poses until the water levels got so low 
there wasn’t any water to pump. 

The lower picture is what orange 
groves in the same section look like 
after the water has disappeared. Hap¬ 
pily this district is to be restored to 
production by the government's $100,- 
000,000 fertile Central valley project, 


recently authorized. Both pictures were 
sent to James Ogle, Santa Ana attor¬ 
ney, by George M. Ketscher, Santa Ana 
man, now at Reedley. Mr. Ketscher, 
fearful that Orange county may suffer 
the same consequences as have befallen 
Tulare county, is coming home to vote 
for the flood control and water conser¬ 
vation project which is to be decided at 
Thursday’s election. 

Mr. Ketscher’s alarm is occasioned by 
the fact that water levels in Orange 
county have dropped on an average of 
50 feet during the past 12 years. In 
some districts water has gone down 150 
feet in that period.

K A L G A N, Chahar Province, 
China, Dec. 16.—A swift military 
coup today gave Japanese virtual 
control over terminals of an im¬ 
portant railroad running through 
China from Kalgan to the sea. 

Japanese soldiers marched into 
Kalgan and threw a bristling wall 
of machine guns and bayonets 
around the railroad station of this 
interior gateway city of the great 
wall. 

The bloodless seizure extended 
the sway of the Japanese army 
deeper into north China. 

A few hours earlier soldiers of 
the Japanese supported state in 
east Hopei province went into ac- j 
tion for the first time, routed Na- i 
tionalist forces and seized the sea- j 
port terminus of the railway at

LONDON, Dec. 16. up*— The in¬ 
ternational naval conference 
shifted its attention today from 
Japanese to British proposals for 
the limitation of the world's great 
navies. 

At a meeting of the heads of the 
delegations from the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, 
France and Italy, the Japanese 
recognized that various powers 
had varying needs for naval 
strengths. 

They admitted that, instead of 
definite tonnage equality, each 
power should be given the right 
to different, suitable tonnages. 

Consequently, the Japanese pro¬ 
posals were temporarily side¬ 
tracked by the delegations. 

The Americans and Japanese 
will begin a two-way discussion of 
their joint problems tomorrow. 
These bilateral discussions will be 
held simultaneously with the main 
conference. 


Tangku. 

All Gates Closed 
All gates to Kalgan were closed 
as residents feared extension of 
hostilities to this strategic city. 

The occupation of Kalgan and 
the seizure of Tangku gave Japa¬ 
nese and Japanese - sponsored 
forces control of both ends of a 
200-mile line extending through 
Chahar and Hopeh provinces, from 
Kalgan down through Peiping, 
ancient capital of China, and 
Tientsin, important commercial 
city, and to Taingku and the sea. 

The action at Tangku brought 
the military force of the east 
Hopeh autonomous state, set up 
by Gen. Yin Ju-Keng in the for¬ 
mer north China demilitarized 
zone, into action for the first time. 

Assault Timed Carefully 
The attackers moved into the 
port, 27 miles east of Tientsin, 
after a brief battle with the re¬ 
tiring garrison. A few men were 
reported killed and wounded on 
both sides. 

The assault, however, had been 
timed carefully to take place while 
the peace reservation corps under 
Gen. Shang Chen, retiring Chinese 
governor of Hopeh province, was 
being moved south. 

Japanese soldiers, stationed at 
Tangku, stood by during the con¬ 
flict, while their officers undertook 
mediation between the opposing 
Chinese camps.

A counter-attack on critics of 
the Anglo-French plan for ending 
the Italo-Ethiopian war is in prep¬ 
aration by the British government 

In receipt of a crescendo of pro¬ 
tests against what sharpshooters 
of the plan contend is a formula 
for dismembering the kingdom of 
Haile Selassie. Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin, informed sources 
said today, is collecting material 
for presentation to the house of 
commons. 

The British cabinet, in token of 
the seriousness with which Britain 
has received the storm of criticism 
met in an emergency session. 

Fascists on Defensive 

On the southern front, where 
Gen. Rudolfo Graziani a few weeks 
ago was pushing northward to es¬ 
tablish an Italian corridor between 
northern and southern Ethiopia, 
the Fascist army conceded it had 
taken the defensive. 

From Dolo, the Associated 
Press correspondent reported 
Italy's weary southern forces 
were braced for an attack ex¬ 
pected momentarily from a mass 
of 10,000 F.thioplan warriors un¬ 
der Ras Dost a Demtu. 

This would constitute the first 
major Ethiopian offensive. The 
Ethiopian army consists of three 
main columns, dri^jng forward on 
a front 30 miles from Dolo on the 
frontier of Ethiopia and Italian 
Somaliland. 

Henry Ford Blamed 

The Italian commander on the 
southern front attributed to Henry 
Ford, the American automobile 
manufacturer, “private sanctions," 1 
which, he said, has held up his 
northward drive. Ford, he said, 
failed to deliver 800 caterpillar 
tractors which had been contracted 
and paid for.

They would have you believe that I am doing it be¬ 
cause I am employed by Mr. James Irvine. 

Then they would also suggest that I had something 
o do with the news and the writings of a paper issued 
by A. B. Berry as the Independent. 

I note that the only motive, which the editors of 
this paper seem to think could possibly animate a man, 
is that of money for himself. 

Let me give the facts to vou. 

I am not employed by Mr. James Irvine, either di¬ 
rectly or indirectly. 

I have never been paid a dollar by Mr. Irvine nor 
any other human being in Orange countv for any serv¬ 
ices rendered, except as I have been paid by The'Regis¬ 
ter Publishing company as the editor of The Daily Reg¬ 
ister. J 6 

I am not employed by Mr. Irvine now nor am I 
employed by any one else. 

I am not receiving a dollar, either for my services 
or a dollar expense money. 

I am paying out of my own pocket for the space 
for the statements which I am inserting in The Dailv 
Register. * 

I want to say further, that if Mr. Irvine were em¬ 
ploying me and were paying me, I should be proud of it. 

I should be proud because I know him to be an hon¬ 
orable man and that he is far-seeing for the interests of 
Orange county. 

So, if Mr. Irvine would employ me, differing as we 
do upon some very important questions, I know that 
he would do it without trying to have a mortgage on my 
soul. 

I admire him because he can differ with a man 
and be his friend. 

This is the first time, in a campaign on issues, in 
which Mr. Irvine and I have been in personal accord. 

In the annexation fight of Costa Mesa, I was for it 
and he was against it. 

In the bond fight six years ago, we were for the 
bonds and he was against them. 

We have differed on prohibition. 

We have differed on economics. 

We have differed on the question of the forms of 
taxation.

I have found throughout that he has never lied, 
that he has never misrepresented.

AS ANAHEIM SEES IT 


T HE OTHER day The Journal published an editorial 
from the Orange Daily News which seemed to size up 
the water bond issue from the viewpoint of Orange. Today 
we give you the views of the Anaheim Bulletin. Both 
Anaheim and Orange carried the bonds when they were 
voted upon last time. Both cities have interests similar 
to those of Santa Ana. Both know they cannot prosper 
unless the farmers about them prosper and that farmers 
for the most part realize the need of the project made 
possible by Thursday’s bond election. Says the Bulletin: 

James Irvine has “put the finger” on the county’s 
flood control and water conservation issue. He has been 
accused of it publicly and it never has been denied. Irvine 
has been accused of financing the campaign, and that 
never has been denied. His name appears on the list of 
directors of the group fighting the issue. 

It seems pretty well established, then, that James 
Irvine is the man who does not want this issue passed. 
He has numerous spokesmen, into whose subservient 
mouths he puts words, but principally the fight is: 

James I. Irvine vs. Orange county. 

Mr. Irvine is a conservationist. He believes in saving 
water, and has demonstrated his faith in that belief by 
spending a neat sum for erection of the Santiago dam and 
the Peters dam. He proposes to build another water con¬ 
servation project at the head of Newport bay. He has 
made a legal thrust into the Santa Ana basin, where he 
gets water for lands which engineers declare are outside 
the basin. 

In other words, he has his water needs protected. 
Perhaps it is rather too much to expect that he will be 
interested in the welfare of the remainder of the county. 

How different was the treatment of the rest of the 
county when Irvine wanted the harbor bonds passed! Did 
the voter hold back because Irvine had large holdings on 
the harbor front, and would profit by the improvement? 

No, he did not. Orange county voted the harbor 
bonds, and incidentally a splendid improvement, but it did 
so largely upon the plea that those directly interested 
would support the Elliott plan for flood control and water 
conservation. 

Truly the finger of James Irvine is upon us. The only 
way we can avoid the consequences is to approve this issue 
next Thursday.
